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ASSASSINATION VIEWED IN LIGHT OF RELATIONS WITH INDIA

{Text} When it was learnt that the group which hadkilled President Ziaur Rahman 
was led by Major-General Manzoor Ahmed, there gust have been considerable relief 
among Indians familiar with Bangladesh affairs. Any involvement of Bangladeshis 
believed to be friendly with India, or even favouring friendly ties, would have 
been extremely embarrassing. In the context of Mre Hasina Wazed's recent return 
home from India, any link between the Chittagong rebels and the Awami League 
would have embroiled New Delhi in unsavoury controversy. 


There has been not merely relief, but evidently satisfaction in the Bangladeshi 
attitude to India during the past one week. Much is being made of how well India 
has come out of a tragic and potentially explosive affair. New Delhi was evident- 
ly gratified that Mre Gandhi's message to condolence was, according to it, fully 
and repeatedly broadcast by Bangladesh Radio. The diplomatic posture of the 
transitional Government in Dacca has been unexceptionable. The Bangladeshi public 
too, seems to have suspended its anti-India agitation. 


Paranoia 


Surely Dacca could not have acted otherwise; it could not afford a confrontation 
with India at a time of grave internal insecurity. This gives no warrant for 
the belief that Indo-Bangladeshi relations will now be easier, that the future 
set-up in Dacca will seek closer ties with this country. It may be tempting to 
conclude that revulsion against the monstrous outrage by an anti-Indian group 
would purge the Bangladeshi psyche of its anti-Indian paranoia, but such a view 
can be based only on an insufficient understanding of the nature, roots and ex- 
tent of anti-Indian feeling in Bangladesh. 


Even the view of an anti-Indian Zia and a pro-Indian Awami League, which possibly 
led many people in this country to hope for an end to Zia's rule (ideally through 
an Awami League electoral victory), was exceedingly naive. General Zia was a 
moderate inthe Bangladeshi context. One can have some idea of this context even 
from recent criticiem of the slain President for not taking a much tougher line 
over the New Moore island dispute. As for the Awami League, it is such an amor- 
phous body that too auch should not be read into the public posture of some of 
ite leaders.

Possibly a section of it genuinely believes in Mujib's professed ideal of secu- 
lariem, supposedly a bond with India. But it would be simplistic to assume 
that the entire party is informed with this spirit. A stronger inspiration 
derives from an identity of cultural--specifically Bengali--roots. But con- 
scious attempts to disown them can be discerned even among people owing alle- 
Riance to Mujib's ideals. Pro-Indian sympathies are sometimes dictated by 
political orientation or calculations sometimes by pure self-interest. 


The Awami League's rural base has never been free from communal prejudice, or 
immune to subsequent fundamentalist indoctrination. One needs only to recall 
the intense and widespread anti-Indian sentiment generated in the countryside 
soon after independence. The animosity of the urban elite, however, is much 
more insidious. Ever since January 1972, the relatively affluent urban classes, 
with nostalgic memories of Pakistani days, have resented a deterioration in liv- 
ing conditions--and often held India responsible. The Indian role in the libera- 
tion war could never be expected to be remembered with gratitude a sense of 
inferiority could only breed arrogant hostility. The fact of India's incompara- 
bly bigger stature could only increase petulance. 


This is a general and understandable psychological reaction. An additional 
complication has lately resulted from Dacca's yearning for an Islamic identity. 
To an extent, it has been a search for a distinctive national ethos which would 
protect the country from being submerged in the larger Indi:» presence. It was 
also dictated by calculations of financial and other support from the Islamic 
bloc. One cannot really quarrel with either compulsion, but a regrettable con- 
sequence has been direct encouragement of communal, and hence anti-Indian forces 
within Bangladesh. 


If these forces are described as “rightist,” it is interesting to see how their 
interests, so far as India is concerned, have converged with those of the ex- 
treme left, and how this convergence has shaped the attitudes of many in the 
armed forces. The phenomenon was noticeable even during the 1971 war. The 
Bangladeshi Marxist-Leninists were divided over whether Pakistani repression 

was a bigger threat than "Indian expansionism" and "Soviet social-imperialism." 
More significantly, even many military officers had misgivings about the Indian 
tole, some a deep distrust of India. One explanation seems to be that most of 
them had once served, and been earlier trained, in West Pakistan and acquired a 
stronger Islamic orientation and anti-Indian bias than many average Bangladeshis. 





They had also been exposed to Chinese ideas and personal contacts during a period 
of Sino-Indian hostility. This may have served to reinforce the general bias. 
But more important was the influence of Maoist doctrine on some of the young 
officers. After the war, they began thinking of socio-economic "liberation" 

on Chinese lines, for which, they thought, the first need was to fight Soviet, 
and hence Indian influence. Thus it was that Colonel Mohammed Ziauddin was 
drawn into the Maoist Sarbahara Party and Major M.A. Jalil and Colonel Abu 

Taher into the less doctrinaire, but equally militant Jatiya Samajtantrik Dal. 














Radicals 


Those who opposed Mujib from politically rightist, sometimes indistinguishable 
from rabidly communal, positions found this left-wing group in the armed forces 
extremely usefui. Even some among the apolitical urban elite began to affect 
radical postures because the radicals in the army were the only effective force 
against Muiib and his Indian connexion. 


Zia was no racical, but some of the officers closest to him, like Ziauddin and 
Taher were; and the Majors who kille¢ Mujib in 1975 were close to right-wing 
politicians like Mabub Alam Chashi, Taheruddin Thakur and Khondak ir Mustaque 
Ahmed. The last three were directly involved in the coup plot. There is little 
doubt that Zia was aware of the plan and did nothing to frustrate it. Whether 
the left-wing officers ha’ prior knowledge is not clear; but, according to 
Colonel Taher's own testimony, he established contact with the coup leaders on 
the morning after Mujib's assassination and neld detailed discussions. 


Though Taher, according to his testimony, did not cooperate, the consultations 
can be explained only by a convergence of interests, which became more marked 
after Khaled Musharraf's coup of November 3, 1975. The November 7 coup--or 
insurrection--which led to Khaled's killing and Zia's ascendancy to supreme 
power was organized by left-wing officers. That is why the latter were so bitter 
when Zia let them down. Taher was arrested on November 24 and, after a secret 
trial, hanged on July 21, 1976. In his last letter to his family, he wrote: 

"It was we who installed the present Government in its place of authority, only 
to be betrayed." 


Zia was the biggest “beneficiary” (a word Taher used at his trial) of Mujib's 
killing; so he had to let the killers go instead of bringing them to trial. 

But he did not hestiate to act against the left-wing officers who came to his 
rescue after Khaled's coup. Some of them did not give up even after Taher's 
execution, and must have had a hand in organizing the rebellion in Dogra and 
Dacca in October 1977. Personal ambition of some of Zia's rivals in the army 
and some right-wing politicians was also involved. Surprisingly, Manzoor Ahmed's 
name was seldom mentioned in this context, though his anti-Indian attitude and 
Maoist sympathies had struck people who knew hir.; he had early links with 
Bhashani's pro-Peking National Awami Party. 


"Expans ionism" 


An indication of Manzoor's subsequent political links came from the report that 

the group he led in Chittagong for Zia's assassination called itself “biplabi pari- 
shad" (revolutionary committee). The phrase occurred in the case against three 
men, two of them army officers, implicated in an alleged coup attempt on June 17, 
1980, judgment in which was delivered only a few days before the Chittagong 

revolt. The evidence had disclosed attempts to form “biplabi parishads" in 
different army units. 


One charge against Zia, by both the extreme left and the fundamentalist right, 
had lately been that he was acquiescing in “Indian expansionism". HOLIDAY, a 














stridently left-wing weekly which seems also to enjoy the support of the 

right in ice sustained campaign against India, wrote in an editorial on May 24; 
"Who was responsible for offering no armed resistance to the Indian landing of 
troops on South Talpatty? Who is responsible for describing Bangladesh terri- 
tory ‘disputed island' thereby strengthening the Indian position on the issue? 
-»+Who has sown dissension in every sphere of the society including the senti- 
nels...to the glee and satisfaction of the Indian rulers?" 


This kind of rhetoric will not be muted after Zia's murder; the attitude it 
reflects is perfectly respectable in Bangladesh. Zia was no friend of India, 
but he had a pragmatic awareness of regional realities. He had no pronounced 
political inclination, but he saw the practical value of a compromise. He was 
not committed to secularism, but he recognized the need for a balance between 
Islamic aspirations and the inherent compulsions of a multi-religious nation 
bordering India. His successors may be more adventurist; an uncertain struggle 
for power would itself be a cause for grave concern. Some of Manzoor's support- 
ers, and even fellow-conspirators, may only be lying low at the moment. 


And, though foreign Powers may not have been involved in the Chittagong events, 
they would be if the uncertainty continued. The Chinese medie reported the 
assassination without comment; an expression of grief followed messages of 
condolence from other parts of the world. The Chinese Prime Minister cancelled 
his scheduled visit to Dacca, but i.as since changed his mind.

GOVERNMENT OFFERS REWARDS TO COMBAT BLACK-MARKET

[Text) Burma has declared war on smugglers, blackmarketeers and drug traffickers 
and ie offering attractive cash rewards in the hope of gaining support from 
informers and the service organisations. 


Half of the value of the seized goods will go to estate funds and the other half 
will be used for rewarde--the informer receiving 20 percent, the service organi- 
sations handling investigations, arrests or prosecution receiving 10 percent, and 
the remaining 20 percent going into funds set for the welfare of all state 
employees. 


up 
Depending on the value of seizures an informer will get tax-free cash rewards 
ranging from 10,000 kyate (U.8.$1,430) to 500,000 kyate (U.8.$71,430), more 
than half of it being paid immediately, according to recent official announce- 
@ents . 


This move follows 4 call from President Ne Win at the budget session of the 
unicameral people's congress last March. He attacked emugglers and black- 
marketeers for benefitting at the wxpense of the state, and the press took up 
the cry, denouncing them ae the “true enemies of society and obstacles to the 
establishment of 4 socialist econosy.” 


Smuggling and blackmarketeering came into existence in Burma when the chief 

of the armed forces, General (now President) Ne Win seized power in a lightning 
bloodless coup on March 2, 1962 and subsequently began handling 411 imports 
and exports, plus distribution of some 420 locally produced item. 


At ome time cooking ofl, rice, salt, and even potatoes ran short, and as distri- 
bution was on 4 quote system in came the blackmarketeers, emugglers and hoarders-- 
most of them former traders and serchants. 


Slowly their activities expanded to other commodities, until they became as 
deeply rooted as they are today. 


Gems, jade, pearls, other preciow: stones, g01¢ and silver bare, teak, rubber, 
fish, duck-feathers, sinerals and setale, human hair, hides and skins, draft 
cattle, buddha etetues and other works of art and artifacte--all have been 
smuggled ovt of the country. 




















Hand in hand with anti-Rangoon rebele, the emugglere even operate illegal sawpite 
and opium and heroin refineries in the jungles along the country's borders. 


Smuggied-in goods include sewing needles, toiletries and cosmetics, textiles 
and fabrics, plastic goode, rubber sandale, jeans and army field jackets, 
bicycles, motorcycles, engines--and spare parte for the last three--motor car 
spare parte, eweetening powder, tinned food, condensed milk, sugar, wristwatches, 
clocks and dry cell batteries--almost everything you can think of, including 
sweets, underwear and umbrellas. 


And a few municipal markets in the capital have become “official” markets 
selling only these smuggled-in goods, although etrict checks were made along 
various transpurtation routes leading from the districts to Rangoon. 


In 1965 the government introduced «a law under which any smuggler, hoarder or 
blackmarketeer dealing in smuggled-in or state-controlled goods could receive 
@ maxiowm of a life sentence and ninimum of 10 yeare' imprisonment for seriou 
economic crimes. 


The law provides a minimum of 6 monthe and « maximum of 10 yeare' imprisonment 
or a fine of 5,000 kyatse (about U.5.$714) for lesser crimes. 


Special courte were eet up to try these offenders, who have the right to appeal 
to higher courte. To begin with, several were tried but action died down because 
of the corrupt search parties. These came under frequent attack from the publ tc 
as “search and take” parties because they pocketed the seized contraband. 


When Burma ushered in the new year after a 3-day water festival last April, 
eeveral groupe of revellers in decorated floate delivered satires in rhyme 
attacking these corrupt search officials and blackmarketeers and smugglers. 


Why search the trains, boate, and buses and seize smuggled goods on the way to 
Rangoon, while allowing the markets in the capital to sell the same kind of 
goods? It was ti to take action against the markets aleo, the groupe said. 


One group went so far as to demand death sentences for convicted big-time 
emuggiere and blackmarketeers. 


Most of the emuggling is across Burma's border with Thailand, from where Japanese 
and Thai goods come in. 


Several blackmarket schooners make their way to Penang in Malaysia with Burmese 
goods, bringing back assorted goods ranging from plastic items to engines. 


From China come Chinese medicines, woolen goods, textiles, safety matches and 
lighters, enamelled goods, vests, towele, flesks and razors and blades. 
Couriers take kerosene, soap, salt and some rice to that region. 


From the Indian border come sewing machines, cotton yarn, bicycles, etc., and 
medicines and clothing from Bangladesh. Rice goes out to those regions.

Customa seized emuggled goods in 1,300 cases last year and realised 114.9 million 
kyate (about U.S.$16.4 m) as etate funds by selling them to the cooperatives 
for redistribution, 


In addition the department realised 9,667,965 kyate (about U.5.$1, 383,956) by 
taxing engines smuggled in from Thailand and Penang and inatalled in motor 
vessele and echoonere in Tenasserim. 


The newly-announced rewards could bring about better resulte. An informer 
or the service organisations could get tax-free rewards of more than 
500,000 kyate (U.8.$71,430) for good narcotics seizures. 


informers who lead to new gems and jade mines or other mineral deposits could 
get rewards ranging from 200,000 kyate (U.8.$28,571) to 500,000 kyate 
(U.8.$71,430) should specialists confirm the new deposit is economically 
viable.

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PAPER GIVES DETAILS OF RAO FIRST DAY IN PAKISTAN

[Text) Islamabad, June 8. The firet-day stay of India's Foreign Minister, 

Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, in the Pakistani capital and the discussions with his 
counterpart, Mr Agha Shahi, were useful in that they agreed to update the cur- 
rent pacts with a view to liberalising people-to-people contact between the two 
countries. 


This was an offshoot of their shared recognition that stable friendly relations 
were a geopolitical imperative for peace in the region. 


Also, there was a close identity in their perceptions of many of the present 
crises, like the trouble in the Gulf region, the Iran-Iraq war, the Israel-Syria 
confrontation and Indian Ocean issue. 


Lest this should generate undue optimism, it needs to be stated that discus- 
sions on two most crucial issues--Afghanistan and U.S. arming of Pakistan re- 
mained inconclusive. The talks would continue tomorrow though it was not sche- 
duled that way earlier. 


There was no jarring note and this meant a lot considering the peculiar state 

of Indo-Pakistan relations. Mr Rao utilised--almost grabbed--the earliest oppor- 
tunity of an airport statement on arrival here in the morning, to reassure Pakis- 
tan of India's interest in its territorial integrity and political independence 
and ite anxiety to foster friendship on the basis of equality. It was no formal 
statement but a carefully drafted exposition of India's approach to get over 
estrangement with Pakistan. 


The Foreign Ministers had two sessions—-one before lunch along with full delega- 
tions and the second in the afternoon without aides. The officials made use of 
that time for a review of specific bilateral problems. And it was then that 
they decided that the agreements relating to rail travel, visas, posts and 
telegraphs and shipping be revised to meet the requirements of increased con- 
tacts. Experts from two countries will meet soon to work out details. 

















At India's inetance, it was agreed that postal charges be reduced, exchange 
of books and other material be liberalised, that visa-holders be allowed to 
vieit four places instead of three ae at present, that concrete steps be con- 
sidered to promote touriem (a process that had begun with Begum Noon's visit 
to India last year), and that the two countries have a copyright agreement to 
prevent piracy of literary works. 


Pakistan readily responded to India's suggestion that the two countries have 
frequent contacts, as wae the case in Burope where contact was almost continu- 
ous and was ensured without time-consuming preparations. 


Some of the nuances of the shared perceptions on world issues were significant. 
On Weet Asia, the two sides, while recognising the complexity of the Syrian- 
israeli problem were of the view that the Camp David agreement did not fully 
meet the new situation and that Tel Aviv felt emboldened because of the Ameri- 
can incapacity to control it. 


Similarly on Gulf issue, the Foreign Ministers regarded the establishment of the 
Cooperation Council of the six countries of the area as a positive development 
which could counter big power presence. 


Mr Rao and Mr Agha Shahi briefed each other on the parallel efforts they had 
been engaged in, as members of the nonaligned peace-keeping team and Islamic 
group respectively in the search ‘or waye to end Iraq-Iran war. And it was 
their common assessment that the problem was complex and that the remedial bid 
would have to be gradual. 


The two were equally concerned over the postponement of the Sri Lanka confer- 
ence on the Indian Ocean and thought it proper to keep up the pressure for an 
early meeting. 


U.S. Arms: This would have been an impressive achievement had the two Foreign 
Ministers come closer on Afghanistan and U.S. arms to Pakistan, the subject of 
their afternoon discussions without aides. All that was said later was that the 
talks were held in a sincere, friendly and frank atmosphere. These were no aca- 
demic issues, for close on the heels of Mr Rao's departure from here, the U.S. 
Under-Secretary of State, Mr James Buckley, will arrive to settle the details 

of the arms purchase. The Pakistani press is still euphoric over the recent 
visit of the Chinese Prime Minister and the global strategy ideas mooted by 

him. The trade agreement, which had proved elusive, too is yet to take a shape. 


With all this, the visit is important--as evidenced by the fact that a record 
number of Indian correspondents--25 or so--are here for coverage. 


Misconceptions Dispelled 


On arrival here Mr Rao spelt out the postulates of India's policy towards 
Pakistan. And in doing so he took special care to dispel the misconceptions 
that India, under Mre Gandhi, was less than keen to befriend Pakistan or worse 
still, might be having dark designs against it. 
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"I take this opportunity to state unequivocaliy that we are committed to re- 
spect Pakistan's national unity, territorial integrity and sovereign equality," 
he said, India's commitment to friendship with Pakistan incorporated support 
for Pakistan's well-being and growth and “our Prime Minister has had occasion 
to underline this." 


He listed the initiatives--taken by India after Mra Gandhi's return to power 
and under her direction and guidance--to improve relations with Pakistan, 
specially mentioning Mr Agha Shahi's trip to Delhi last year. Particularly 
strong was his stress on equality as the basis of bilateral relations. 


“Our friendship will be a two-way current and between equale" and “we, on our 
part, shall work to deepen our friendship and cooperation with you, hoping for 
a completely free and voluntary response from you," he told his hosts at the 
airport--and through them the wider audience of Pakistani masses. It was his 
belief, he said, that Pakistan's stability and strength contributed to the 
well-being of the region. 


Mr Rao spoke of what united the two countries, while aware of what divided thea. 
"We have shared strengths and frailties too. This shows that cooperation 
between us makes good sense," was his conclusion. 


He referred to the cooperative working of the two countries in ending apartheid, 
for a just and equitable international order, and at the non-aligned conference 
in Delhi. But “there is much more that can be done. And we believe that our 
cooperation can transcend or be made to transcend, whatever differences we 
might happen to have," he said. 


He was sure that “we can take these differences in our stride as we go along, 
without permitting them to hold our countries to ransom." The two countries 
have had a chequered relationship, now cordial, now strained--a mixed phenome- 
non of complexes, affinities, and doubts--but this, according to Mr Rao, 
“could be consigned to the past, if we so wish. India wishes this sincerely. 
Let us give ourselves a chance." 


A good beginning had been made with the Simla agreement which, he said, was 
more than a theoretical framework for peace; it was an impetus to greater 
friendship and there had been appreciable progress since it was signed, but much 
more remains to be done. 


Affectionate Welcome 
Mr Rao arrived here to an affectionate official welcome, experiencing, as he 


put it, a pleasing mixture of joy and anticipation. A smiling Mr Agha Shahi 
was at hand to receive him at the airport along with officials of his Ministry. 





As he set foot on the Pakistani soil--for the first time--it was warmth and 
cordiality all around. With a brisk handshake, Mr Agha Shahi conducted him 
to the airport lounge. As the two sat in the glare of television cameras, the 

* visiting Foreign Minister read out the four-page statement. Mr Agha Shahi 
preferred reticence at that stage. 


Pakist . journalists, present in force, wanted to know from Mr Rao his expec- 
tatious from the visit. "We would talk later about it," was his obvious reply.

The State has achieved great success in selecting persons and imparting training 
to them under the IRDP and the Trysem Scheme. In addition, the pace of rural 
industrialisation programme was stepped up by selecting 80 growth centres up 

to the end of the year. More powers were given to district industries centres 
for providing momentum to industrialization in districts and making available 
all facilities to entrepreneurs under one roof. Now the entrepreneurs were be- 
ing given all facilities of registration land plot and shed in industrial es- 
tates besides loans up to Re 25,000 to artisans subsidy up to Re 20,000, margin 
money power connection up to 25 HP and loans up to Re 50,000 for khadi and vill- 
age industries at the district level.

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FORMER PREMIER DENIES SOVIET ROLE IN JANATA FALL

[Text] Jammu, June 1 (UNI)--Former Prime Minister Morarji Desai today denied 
the allegation of his party colleague Subramaniam Swamy that Soviet Union played 
a major role in the downfall of his Government when they came to know that 
Sino-Indian relations were improving. 


Addressing a news conference here, he said, "I do not believe that." He said 

he had told the Soviet leaders that China was ready to discuss and settle the 
question of Indian areas occupied by them. He had told them that friendship with 
China would not be at their cost, he said. 


Mr Desai confirmed that some of his Cabinet colleagues had suggested that Assem- 
bly elections in Jammu and Kashmir be postponed till the time Janata Party was 
in a better position in the State. Mr Desai said "I told them elections should 
be held on the dates announced and could not be postponed. For the first time 
in the history of the State, fair elections were held in 1977, he added. 


Asked to comment on the nomination of Dr Farooq Abdullah, as successor to Sheikh 
Abdullah, Mr Desai said “one should never appoint his own kith and kin. 


Mr Desai agreed with a questioner that the Janata Party at present was not in a 
position to be national alternative but added that soon it would be in this 
position. “The year 1977 will be repeated,” he added. 


He denied that he was a disciple of Dhirendra Brahmahari at any time. “I met 
him once and I told Mrs Gandhi that he is a big crook," he said.

[Text] Jagdiehpur (Amethi) June 6.—Mr Rajiv Gandhi ie a politician unlike any 
other. His poll campaign in Amethi is aleo vastly different from traditional 
electioneering. Wot for him the avalanche of loud promises or overblown 
rhetoric. His approach is direct, clear and simple. We concentrates on devel- 


opment. 


For him the day begins usually at 6.30 a.m. and often ends well past midnight. 
With hie convoy of two jeeps, he has been trying to reach out to the people. 
There are at least 20 scheduled meetings daily, sometimes more than 30. To 
these are almost always added unscheduled meetings and padayatras. Even so, he 
tries hard to be punctual and keeps to echedule, something unusual in this 
country's politics. 


Strange though it may seem in these days of fast communications and competitive 
politics, there are some hamlets, called “purvas” in the local Oadhi dialect, 
in the interior of Amethi where no leading politician has set foot since inde- 
pendence. Rajiv is the first leader to enter their habitat and they have re- 
acted to him, especially to his winning emile, with enthusiasm. He tells them 
that he has come not to ask for votes but to make friends with then. 


Often there ise no rostrum, leave alone an elaborately decorated dais. He speaks 
from the jeep which is the front-runner in the mini-convoy and is equipped with 
a public address system, mistaken by some for wireless. 


No Long Speeches 


Mr Gandhi seldom speake for more than five or ten minutes. Often, his election 
epeeches take the form of a dialogue with the villagers who gather round his 
Seep. The longest speech he has delivered so far is said to be of 15 minutes" 
duration. 


He thinks it ie important to be among the people than to deliver speeches to 
them. In many emall villages, he has gone from home to home, chatting with 
the inmates, asking them about their living conditions and problems and accept- 
ing « glase of wilk, sherbet, mathe or bite of home-made eveets. There is an 
air of easy informality about his. 














To get te the interior “purvas” is not easy. One has to use a jeep, a bullock 
cart, a cycle or just one's lege. The journey is always bumpy, dusty, hot and 
exhausting. We makes it and often walke long distances. His visite are so 
— 74 that of the 72 polling areas in Jagdishpur, he has already 

cove ; 


By now, he is a familiar figure to the people of rural Amethi. They have begun 
to fondly call him "Raju Bhaiya” and the older folk simply call him "Raju." 


There is excitement wherever he goes but no tension. The point was brought home 
to me by the remark of a bus station manager in Salon, a town of 25,000 inhabi- 
tants, some 113 km from Lucknow. “Ajeeb chunao hai," he said. “Sab taraf 
shanti hi shanti hai.” The lack of tension evidently surprised hia. 


During his many speeches, Mr Rajiv Gandhi hae not made any direct reference or 
attack on the opposition parties or candidates though he occasionally regrets 
that plans for the development of Amethi were shelved during the Janata regime. 


Development, for him, is the real issue in the Amethi by-election. He stresses 
that people have to cooperate with the government to improve the quality of 
their life. But he makes no tall promises. He makes it clear that he does not 
favour any concessions in response to demands during the election period. Even 
eo his intensive touring of the area has raised expectations. In Musfarkhana, 
for example, a group of people, discussing his visit, were heard saying, “Bhai 
ab to Amethi ko Rae Bareilly bana denge.” 


Mr Gandhi has already been heard and seen by almost 400,000 people in this con- 
stitwency with an electorate of 687,000. 


Strange Pride 





His extensive exposure to large number of people in the area has also generated 
a@ strange kind of pride among them. A man waiting for a bus at Amethis aid, 
“Are sahib, Amethi koi mamooli kehetra nahin hai. Pahle yahan pe Gandhi 
padhare then. Ab yahan par Gandhi aur Nehru dono hi padhare hain.” He was 
referring obviously to the late Mr Sanjay Gandhi who had got elected from 
Amethi and now to Rajiv Gandhi and his chief campaign manager, Mr Arun Kumar 
Nehru. 


The informal rapport between Mr Gandhi and his constituents is facilitated by 
the fact that there is no “invasion” of Amethi by policemen and political VIPs. 
Early during hie campaign, which began on May 16, Mr Rajiv Gandhi had made it 
clear that he did not favour security men, government officials and VIPs 

milling around. As a result, the policemen and bureaucrats keep at a safe dis- 
tance. They are never seen where the campaigners are. Ministers and chief 
ministers offer to come to Amethi with unfailing regularity, but they find their 
offers politely but firmly declined. 


Apart from a few hand-picked friends and supporters of Mr Rajiv Gandhi, who are 
functioning from the five campaign centres of Gauriganj, Amethi, Jagdishpur, 
Tilloni and Musafarkhana for the five vidhan sabha constituencies of Rae 
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Bareilly and Sultanpur districts which fall within the Amethi Lok Sabha conseti- 
tuency, the electioneering is being supervised by local MLAs, the districts 
Congress committee and grassroot-level workers of Congress(I) under the over- 
all supervision of Mr A. K. Nehru. In an orderly manner they function within 
their own area and do not rush around. 


Many of them were sore about reports circulated by an English fortnightly that 
more than 300 vehicles were running about in the area. Mr Nehru called it a 
“gross distortion.” At Musafarkhana and Jagdishpur, I was told that it would 
be impossible to run such a large fleet of vehicles in the area as there was 
generally shortage of petrol and diesel. There are not many petrol pumps in 
this backward area and often because of distribution difficulties, there is 
no petrol at these few petrol pumps. 


It was only at 10.30 p.m. at the end of a gruelling day that I managed to have 
a brief interview with Mr Gandhi. He talked to me as he was having a hurried 
dinner. 


What did he think of the people of Amethi? Hie anewer: “They are good, clean, 
warm-hearted and simple. I like them." 


He talked of the poverty and backwardness of the area and stressed that a lot 
needed to be done for the people there. They needed irrigation and development 
most. The plan that Sanjay had got prepared for Amethi's development should be 
implemented. The government had done quite a bit in this direction during the 
past one year but more needed to be done. All this, however, could not be done 
by the government alone. The people had to do their bit to change their living 
conditions. Of course, electricity was coming. Hundred per cent electrifica- 
tion of the area was on the cards. The electric poles were everywhere and 
power available for tubewells in some areas. In a couple of years, electricity 
would go into domestic use in villages. 


The people's response to Mr Gandhi was illustrated by two small but typical 
incidents. At Jalalpur, 8l-year old Tewari hobbled up to Rajiv Ganchi and gar- 
landed him. The old man mumbled: “I had the privilege of garlanding Jawaharlal 
Nehru, Indira Gandhi and Sanjay Gendhi. Now I give you my blessings. Bring 
happiness to the people here.” Act Pur Murti, 58-year-old Tahira Befu said, 
"Bilkul apnon jaise lagte hain. Inhon ne hamare gaon ko izzat Bakshi hai." 

(He looks like our own people and has given prestige to our village.) The 

same was the reaction of villagers of “purvas" like Pur Shohrat, Pur Gohar, Pur 
Baaz, Dom Deeh, Para, Makhdoonpur Kalan, Nandi and Bagh Meera, where no poli- 
tical leader had ever come before. 





But there are two things which Mr Rajiv Gandhi's campaign managers are worried 
about--the weather and the weddings. Polling percentage in the area has always 
been affected by weather. A storm or a shower can always make a difference. 

And the wedding season is on. The last and the most auspicious day for marriages 


also happens to be the polling day.

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ACHLEVEMENTS OF MAHARASHTRA MINISTRY NOTED 


Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 9 Jun 81 p 7 


[Text] Bombay, June 8. The chief minister of Maharashtra, who completes one 
year in office on Tuesday, has initiated several measures for accelerating the 
economic development of the state. 


In keeping with his policy statement soon after he aseumed office, Mr Antulay 
has also undertaken a number of schemes for the welfare of the weaker sections 
of the community. 


The new direction he has given to the policies and programmes of the state 
government and the dynamism he has infused to their implementation appear to 


have improved his image both among the people and in the ruling party. 


This assumes significance in the context of the scepticiem that had been ex- 
pressed by some political observers on his assumption of office that he did not 
enjoy much organisational support in the party. 





Among the notable schemes initiated by Mr Antulay are the special time-bound 
programmes announced by him for the speedy development of the hitherto under- 
developed regions of Vidarbha, Marathwada and Konkan with a view to bringing 
about a balanced industrial growth. Soon he is expected to announce a similar 
programme for the hilly tracts of western Maharashtra too. 


He has also initiated the practice of inviting Central ministers and their aides 
to Bombay for a discussion of the state's problems to facilitate on-the-spot 
decisions. Several rounds of such talks with different Central ministers have 
helped resolve many problems of the state speedily. 


Labour Front 


The labour situation was not happy when he assumed office on June 9 last year. 
He took personal interest in resolving the disputes through talks with the 
representatives of management and labour. The labour situation is now auch 
better than what it was a year ago. 


The Antulay government has also taken steps to implement the 20-point programme, 
initiated by the Prime Minister. It has evolved novel schemes like the Sanjay 
Gandhi Niradhar Anudhan Yojana, the Sanjay Gandhi Swavalamban Yojana and the 
Indira Gandhi Pratibha Pratistan. These schemes are aimed at extending a helping 
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hand not only to the poor and downtrodden but also to those who are old, infirm 
and destitute. They also aim at promoting the arts. Maharashtra ie the first 
etate to implement such schemes. 


Mr Antulay agreed to the popular demand for the bifurcation of Ratnagiri dis- 
trict and the creation of a new district, Jalna. Hise own home district, Kulaba, 
was renamed Raigad. Two new revenue divisions, Nasik and Amravati, have been 
created during the last 12 months for administrative convenience. 


Debt relief to over half a million emall farmers despite stiff resistance from 
high quarters, refund of loans recovered from drought-hit farmers in Vidarbha 
and several such measures have helped the peasantry to a great extent. 


Among the schemes being taken for the development of the backward Konkan region 
are the setting up of a separate university for the area, a Re 900-crore petro- 
chemicals project at Usar, a Rs 653-crore project at Thal-Vaishet and several 
administrative measures. He has also initiated schemes for utilising the 
west-flowing rivers for power generation in the region. 


While taking effective measures to improve law and order, he has also estab- 
lished a direct liaison with police personnel to know their grievances and to 
take measures for their redress. He has also extended official recognition to 
police associations. 


Politically, the relations between the government and the party were not what 
they should have been when he assumed office. Recently, there has been a change 
in the leadership of the party at the state level. Both the party and the govern- 
ment appear to be working in close cooperation at present.

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BJP GENERAL SECRETARY HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 8 Jun 81 p 7 


[Text] Mr L. K. Advani, M.P., general secretary of the Bharatiya Janata Party, 
said in Calcutta on Sunday that the recent attacks on the judiciary by the 
Congress (I) could be a prelude to the total subversion of the democracy in the 
country. Mre Gandhi wanted to put an end to parliamentary democracy and to 
bring in its place a quasi-authoritarian set up “euphemistically described as 
the presidential form of Government," he added. 





Addressing a Press conference, Mr Advani alleged that Congress(I) M.P.s and 
even the Union Law Minister had been making "snide" remarks against the judi- 
ciary. And now two judges of the Delhi High Court had been denied extension 
because the establishment regarded them as "“non-conformists." He described 
these developments as ominous and reminded the reporters that the supersession 
of the Supreme Court judges in 1974 had paved the way for “emasculation" of 
democracy in 1975. 


He wanted all well wishers of democracy to resist these evil designs individu- 
ally and collectively. “After all, Mre Gandhi is still aiming at a dynastic 
rule and the setting up of Mr Rajiv Gandhi from Amethi Lok Sabha constituency 
has once again exposed her design.” The Opposition parties immediate task was 
to build up public opinion against attempts to such subversion of democracy. 





Asked if the BJP would associate itself with the CPI(M) in its fight against 
authoritarianism, Mr Advani said that the CPI(M)'s credentials in ite fight 
against authoritarianism were dubious. He felt that Mre Gandhi had been able 
to regain power by the courtesy of Mr E.M.S. Namboodripad. Mr Rai Narain and 
Mr Madhu Limaye. 


The BJP leader felt that the CPI(M)'s performance in West Bengal, as the domi- 
nant partner of the ruling Left Front, was “dismal.” The Marxists had not been 
able to achieve anything positive except for promoting the party's interest. 

He pointed out, however, that though the members of his party were being phy- 
sically assaulted in Kerala, the BJP was against the toppling of the Left Front 
Governments in Kerala and West Bengal. 


Referring to the fast deteriorating law and order situation in the country, he 
said that the nexus between the Congress(I) leaders and the underworld "chiefs" 
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was one of the contributing factors to the collapse of law “ts order in the 
country. Apart from failing to check the spiralling price rise in the domes~ 
tic front, Mra Gandhi had miserably failed in her foreign policy. India had 
become isolated even from the non-aligned countries mainly because of ite 
failure to say the right thing with regard to Afghanistan, he added, 


Mr Advani arrived in Calcutta during the day from Allahabad to address by- 
election meetings in support of BJP candidates. tHe will leave for Delhi on 


Monday .

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SHETKH ABDULLAH REVIEWS PROGRESS IN KASHMIR

[Text] I have come to a etage of life where I am often tempted to look back 

in retrospect. The year 1981, in particular, prompts this recapitulation, for, 
it is half a century since 1931 when we in the State made as it were, (to use 
the famous words of Nehru) a tryst with destiny. It was in 1931 that we 
launched the political struggle which was to grow into a movement for salvation 
of our downtrodden masses from the feudal yoke and their resurgence into an 
order free from economic and social exploitation. 


Fifty years is no mean period in the life of a people whose sighs and sorrows, 
urges and aspirations, struggles and sacrifices, wove the warp and woof of my 
own life. The road we have traversed has been arduous and full of formidable 
obstacles and dangerous pitfalle which were overcome at great sacrifice. Our 
struggle acquired strength and dimension from the national movement and the 
vision of Mahatma Gandhi and Nehru illumined the contours of our common destiny 
towards which we set sail. 


As I think of the many great souls who infused dauntlese spirit into our strug- 
gle a feeling of loneliness comes over we. They fell in the sacred cause one 
by one and at times I feel alone. 


Yet, I am proud that the spirit awakened by them did not sag and we forged ahead 
towards the goal in spite of the tempestuous and stormy events that overtook us 
on the way. I am proud that every vicissitude fortified our faith in the chosen 
path. The times have proved not only the soundness of the ideal of a secular, 
egalitarian and a democratic polity that we chose for our selves, but also 
tested our unwavering faith in these ideals. The equanimity and harmony that 
was waintained in our State when the rest of the country was aflame with com- 
munal frenzy, is a tribute to the character of our people. They gave an 
account of themselves again when Pakistani raiders invaded Kashmir. 


The sheer anchor of our movement has been the Naya Kashmir, the document that 
enshrines our pledge and programme--the chosen path--to emancipate the masses 
from the economic and social morass in which they wallowed for centuries. This 
charter of our faith promises our people a life freedom from want, misery and 
exploitation and assures healthful growth of everyone. 
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Soon after we assumed power in 1948, we set about realizing the dream envisioned 
in the Naya Kashmir though the Pakistani invasion had caused widespread destruc- 
tion. During the six years inoffice we introduced revolutionary reforms of 
far-reaching socio-economic significance, Their impact was felt in the whole 
of the country. To mention briefly a few among them: 


(1) Poor and destitute mortgagers of properties were provided relief, enfore- 
ing the Restitution of Mortgaged Properties Act in 1950. This Act provided for 
the termination of mortgages in such cases where one and a half times the mort- 
gage money was found to have been realized from the profits of the property 
mortgaged and for restitution of such property in other cases on payment of 
reasonable compensation. 


(141) Realization of Debts Ordinance of 1950 which was replaced by the Dis- 
treased Debtors Relief Act 1950 freed poor agriculturists, weavers, boat men, 
craftemen, artisans and labourers from debts and protected the distressed 
debtors against litigation. Debt conciliation boards were set up and all such 
claims where one and a half times the principal had been paid were dismissed. 


(iii) Abolition of Big Landed Estates Act passed in 1951 was a single momen- 
tous measure that freed peasants from the shackles of feudal lords or jagidars. 
Under this Act the right of ownership held by a proprietor owning more than 181 
kanals was ter@ineted and transferred to tillers of such lands provided that 
the tiller dii not possess more than a total of 160 kanale. Thus big land- 
lordism was abolished and actual tillers were made owners of the land. 


(iv) Grow more food scheme was launched in 1948 to ease the difficult food 
problem in the State. Under this scheme as many as 235,000 kanals of culti- 
vable wasteland were alloted to the tillers during 1948-50. 


The above few measures are mentioned in passing to give an idea of the earnest- 
ness with which we set about our task. While we were thus formulating other 
measures aimed at economic reconstruction the unfortunate events of 1953 in- 
tervened and snapped the process set in motion. 





The period from 1953 to 1975 was a period of trial for us and a test of our 
faith in our principles and the cause to which we had dedicated our lives. 

For 22 long years we suffered tribulations and incarceration and watched help- 
lessly the distortions and the wayward course things took in our State. 


There came a thaw after the long night and the call of service to the people 
and spirit of accommodation and understanding put us back at the helm of the 
State's ship in 1975. 


The sole concern that has exercised my Government since has been to promote 
speedy economic development of the State and to correct the imbalances wherever 
these had crept in. Among other things we strove to raise the income of the 
State to expand and diversify exnloyment opportunities, to bring up the econom- 
ically underprivileged sections of the community and above all to increase pro- 
gressively and speedily the purchasing power of the poorest sections of the peo- 
ple by every means possible. 














To achieve these objectives we went to experts in every field to seek advice. 
We set up the Development Review Committee under Mr L. K. Jha the then Governor 
and a renowned economist and included numerous and competent outside experte in 
various fields in that committee. 


We invited renowned educationists like Mr J. P. Naik and others to recommend 
educational reforme and reorganization. 


We consulted distinguished men [words illegible) at the national and international 
level and took their counsel on revamping the medical and health facilities. 


We associated experts from the Reserve Bank and the Planning Commission with our 
Group on Resources. We have consulted foreign as well as Indian experts on 
touriem and on town planning. 


We spent days and houre conferring with leaders of industry and trade on the 
problems and possibilities of industrial development in the State. We offered 
all possible encourageme:.t to potential entrepreneurs to set up new projects in 
accordance with the priorities and policies which we discussed with them. 


With the Prime Minister's interest a committee of Union Ministers was set up to 
deal specially with the problems of Jammu and Kashmir. 


In short we did everything worth doing to appraise the potentialities of growth 
and once the guidelines were laid we set about the task with redoubled vigor and 
dedication. Reports and recommendations of the experts’ committees, particularly 
those of the Development Review Committee headed by Mr Jha, determined priorities 
and strategies and today I must say that our endeavours have brought us divi- 
dends. 


The most unique approach was to involve the people and enlist their cooperation 
in the development effort by decentralizing the authority and planning with the 
introduction of the single line system of administration in the districts and 
the constitution of District Development Boards to plan and lay down priorities. 
Under the new system the District Development Commissioner has become the focal 
point of activity and authority. The District Development Boards are represen- 
tative in character and are fully composed of elected elements in pursuance of 
the introduction of the new system, the State Cabinet meets at all the district 
headquarters by rotation to hold discussions with board members, accord sanctions 
to the district plans and review the problems of the district. Besides evoking 
response at the grassroots level, this has acted as a guarantee of development 
of all areas and regions on an even keel. The efficacy of this new system has 
been vouchsafed by the findings of the Sikri Commission set up some time ago in 
the wake of Jammu agitation which pays a tribute to the policies of the present 
Government that have brought about a balanced development of all areas in the 
State. 





The experiment of using the district as unit of planning and development with 
the active involvement of the local representatives and with all the initiative 
and authority conferred squarely on local officers has achieved manifold results 
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in the main. It has ensured that the programmes in all sectors cover the entire 
rural countryside of the State and secondly it pronounced a new accent on speedy 
implementation of various schemes, and thirdly this arrangement took the Govern- 
ment to the very doorsteps of the people in the remotest areas. 


An idea of the massive effort that has been afoot can be had from the current 
year's Plan outlay which has been fixed at Re 160 crores. This marke an 

increase of Re 12.52 crores over the last year's outlay of Re 147.48 crores. 

The performance of the © «*rnment over the last three or four years may be 

judged by the fact that ... ‘otal net disbursements under the State budget 

have been increasing at a rapid rate. These were Re 219.91 crores during 1975-76, 
Re 223.78 crores during 1976-77, Re 246.89 crores during 1977-78, Re 278.11 crores 
during 1978-79, Re 293.60 crores during 1979-80 and Re 386.50 crores during 
1980-81. Another feature of the State budget is that the non-Plan developmental 
expenditure within revenue account has also been increasing at a high rate. 

During the last five years it has increased by 84%. 


The major achievement in the agrarian sector has been the enactment of the agra- 
rian reforms which came into force from July 13, 1978. The enactment of this 
law is in line with the radical revolutionary measures of which mention has been 
made already. Under the new measure absentee landlordism has been completely 
abolished and a ceiling of 12-1/2 standard acres fixed in agricultural land 
holdings, excluding orchards in the State. The new reform will achieve the twin 
purpose of giving the cultivator his rightful place in the social order and also 
ensure more efficient utilization of land resources. 


Work is now in full swing to achieve the targets in different sectors. It is our 
endeavour to ensure equitable and balanced development of both agriculture and 
industrial sectors. 


Agriculture, the mainstay of our economy has received a boost. Agriculture 
production has gone up to 1,370,000 quintals and the State is poised to achieve 
self-sufficiency by the end of Sixth Plan when the production is likely to 
touch 1,750,000 quintals. 


Fruit production has shot up to 500,000 tonnes and its export to 360,000 tonnes. 
Alongside agriculture, irrigation has received due attention. A number of major 
and minor irrigation projects have been completed while many more are in pro- 
gress. All these irrigation works have together created a total potential of 
240,000 hectares including 63,000 hectares during the last five years. 


The first phase of Rs 65-crore massive Ravi-Tawi irrigation complex has been 
completed. The complex will change the entire complexion of the Kandi belt in 
Jammu and Kathua districte. Likewise progress is keeping pace in other sectors 
like power expansion of communications, network, etc. The installed capacity 

in power in 1950-51 was just 6 MW and it has reached the level of 208 MW. Only 
15 villages were electrified in 1950-51 and we are expecting to electrify nearly 
4,000 villages by the end of this year. Drinking water facilities in rural areas 
have registered a significant progress. Out of the total 6,500 villages only 

725 had this facility. This number has now risen to 1,625 villages with a total 
rural population of 14 million. Spectacular progress has been registered in the 
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field of education. Education in the State is free. We have a primary school 
within the walking distance of every child within the age group of 6 to ll. 


Industries of all the areas in the State have received a fillip. District in- 
dustrial centres have been set up in all the districts. Thousands of units 
have been registered in the small-scale sector. The Bari Brahmania industrial 
complex at Jammu sprawling over 320 acres is humming with industrial activity. 
A similar industrial area for large and medium horticulture-based industries 
has been set up at Sopore in Kashmir. As a result of setting up of a network 
of handicraft centres in the State, handicraft production went up to Re 60 
crores in 1980-81 from Re 10 crores in 1974-75. 


The promotion of tourism is receiving special attention. Integrated development 
of tourist resorts under master plans is the keynote of the policy regarding 
opening of new places. Attempts are being made to serve the middle class tour- 
ists by setting up cheap type of hotels at all tourist spots. A strong base 
for convention tourism is being created by the convention complex at Srinagar 
which is under construction. 


In this way, we have been doing our utmost to justify the trust reposed by 

eur people in us. The problem is stupendous and to borrow again from Nehru we 
have a number of miles to go. Yet we have made a determined bid and with the 
experience we have gained and with our sights trained on well-defined and pre- 
determined goals we have launched the Sixth Plan with an outlay of Rs 900 crores. 


In short the State is on the threshold of a new era of development which unfolds 
new vistas of progress. But Government effort alone cannot take us far unless 
it is backed by the will of the people. 


It has to be remembered that democracy can survive only if we pull in unison 
with a spirit of accommodation and tolerance. If we fritter away our energy in 
small bickerings this will hamper the progress of our country and weaken the 
threat of unity that runs through the vast panorama of the diversity in our 
land.

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GUJARAT MINISTRY LOOKS BACK ON YEAR OF TROUBLES

[Text] Ahmedabad: It has been 4 crisie-ridden one year for the Madheveinh 
Solanki ministry which aseumed charge in Gujarat on June 7 last year after the 
Congrese(1)'s lands.ide victory. 


Plagued by internal party dissensions, the Solanki ginietry has survived one 
etieis after another, the most serious one being the anti-reservation etir which 
virtually shook the government to ite foundations. The government was left 
badly bruised with the @orale of civil servante badly damaged. 


Having suffered their worst defeat at the hustings, opposition parties in the 
state joined hands to create probleme for the government from the very etert. 
Soon after the installation of the sinietry, they launched the price-rise 
agitation in urban centres. The two-month-long agitation last year hardly 
allowed the government any time to implement ite programmes and policies. 


Even before the government could recover from the impact of this agitation, 
the opposition launched yet another offensive, thie time by organising farmers’ 
rallies, possibly with an eye on the panchayat elections. in the result the 
Congrese(1) won any taluka and district panchayats but lost control of some 
of them. Thies, however, was essentially the result of intraparty rivalries. 


The day the Solanki sinietry was installed, the Union sinister of state for 
home, Mr Yongendra Makwana, hitherto the righthand ean of Mr Solanki, raised the 
banner of revolt. He was sore for some reason though that ie « aatter of specu- 
lation, Mr Solanki had not accommodated hie wife, Mre Shantaben Nakwana, in his 
@inietry. The relations between the two continued to deteriorate. Mr MNakwanes 
even joined the Adani group. And, even after one 

party has not been reconstituted. Wr Solanki is 
Union ministers, Mr Makwana and Nr Magaenbhai Barot, 
and two state ministers, Mr Prabodh Raval and Mr Amarsinh Chaudhary, are holding 
the posts of secretaries. 






Bold Decision 


Viewing the performance of the Solanki ginietry against this background, one is 
inclined to compliment it on taking certein seasures. It has taken the “bold” 




















decision to tatroduce the lottery echeme which in the past hase been diamissed 
ae being “unethical” and “immoral.” 


Another important decision which would have a far-reaching impact ite the intro- 
duction of teaching of English from the fifth standard in echoole., The “Bnglieh 
controversy” has dogged the etate for the past three decades and the decision 
hae @et with resistance from old Gandhians. Dearth of teachers and textbooks 
will dowbtless create problems but essentially the move is 4 right one. 


The Congress(l) promised to relax prohibition in ite election manifesto. The 
former GPCC president and now executive chairman of the 20-point programme com- 
mittee, Mr Jinabhai Darji, hae called upon the government to implement the prowe- 
ise and make the dry law more realistic. The state has been dry right from 1948 
and nobody hase dared to talk in public of the desirability of relaxing probibi- 
tion till the writ of Mr Morarji Desai ran in the estate. Facing acute shortage 
of resources for the sixth plan and for the ta@plementation of the Re 3, 700-crore 
Narmada project, the state may opt to go slowly the Maharashtra way. 


Though the Solanki @inietry has some remarkable achievements to ite credit, lack 
of proper publicity has deprived it of credit. For example, the question of 
landfall point of the Bombay high gae wae pending with the Centre for four years. 
As soon as President's rule was imposed after the diemiesal of the Babubhai Pate! 
@inistry, the estate Congrese(I) leaders succeeded in persuading the then Union 
Petroleum minister, Mr Virendra Patil, to appoint another committee to have a 
fresh look at the issue. Because of effective representation by the Solanki 
@inietry the Centre has now given ite verdict in favour of Gujarat and rejected 
Naharashtra’'s plea. Because of the location of the landfall point in the state, 
Gujarat will automatically get 4 gas cracker. 





Petro Complex 


The Centre has aleo agreed to set up 4 petrochemical complex in the joint sector 
in the state. And two gas-based fertiliser projects, with huge foreign aseie- 
tance, will come up at Hajira in south Gujarat. With the expansion of chemical -

[Text] Calcutta, June 8: Congress(U) leader Jagjivan Ram firmly said today 
he would not “look at" any offer from Indira Gandhi to join the Congress(1) 
and that Mr Y. B. Chavan's action in resigning would have no repercussions in 
the Congress(U), except perhaps in Maharashtra. 


Addressing a press conference here, Mr Ram said apparently Mre Gandhi had made 
the Congrese(U) her target for a break-up, “but I do not think she will be suc- 
cessful," because there was so much discontent within her own party. 


He admitted, however, that the Congress(U) had suffered due to Mr Chavan's 
action, especially its careful timing “set by Mre Gandhi"--to synchronise with 
the pending by-elections and the Congress(U)'s having put up several candidates 
in Uttar Pradesh and Bihar, in particular, with “sure to good chances" of 
success. 


Mr Ram did not think that Mr Chavan's departure from the Congress(U) had created 
any new situation--"he has not got his entry into the Congress(I) yet." One 
remarkable feature was that most PCC(U)'s had reacted by asking for organisa- 
tional action against hia. 


About the West Bengal government, Mr Ram's comment was that it was stable, though 
municipal elections did not suggest that the CPM was successful in spreading its 
organisational tentacles. When asked if stability should be the only criterion 
for a government's performance, he said one had to find out how it was function- 
ing and what the people felt about it. 


Mr Ram was sad about the present controversy between the government and the judi- 
ciary and felt none of the three wings of a state--the executive, the legisla- 
ture and the judiciary--should be interrupted in performing its constitutional 
functions. “It is a very unhealthy controversy raised by some persons belonging 
to the ruling party," which necessarily created suspicions about whether Mrs 
Gandhi “wants any development of democracy or not." 


There was nothing wrong in Mr Rajiv Gandhi contesting for a Lok Sabha seat and 
Mr Ram quoted Mr Gandhi as having said that he would not accept any position in 
the party or the government. But he (Mr Gandhi) “has already started speaking 
authoritatively about the Congress(I) and the government," he added. 
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"Subtle propaganda,” by Mra Gandhi about the Congress(1)'s consolidation and 
the disarray of the opposition parties, “has captured everybody's mind,” Mr 
Ram felt. If he was asked for an alternative, he said he would reply with 
the counter-question--"What was the alternative in the 1967 elections when 
the Congress got defeated in most states?" If such a thing wae repeated, “it 
will add up to something at the national level as well; if the Congress(I) is 
defeated in the states, it is defeated ase well at the Centre." 


Mr Ram said he did not know the basis for the former Prime Minister, “ir Morarji 
Desai, speaking about the possibility of mid-term elections in the country, 
but he did not rule out the possibility. 


Asked if he visualised minority groupe like Adivasis, Muslims, Christiane, 
Harijans and other backward sections forming a party of their own, he said there 
was “an identity of interests among these groups. In fact, India has become a 
country of untouchables, because people of one community refused to have any 
relationship with those of another." 


In this connection, he referred to the demand for a Jharkhan estate and added: 
“One day, they will get it." 
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DEMOCRATIC PARTY HEAD YADAV TALKS TO PRESS

{[Text) Bangalore, June 8--All India Democratic Party president Chandrajit Yadav 
has said that the time has come to prepare the people for a Kerala-type United 
Front Government at the national level. However, he ruled out the possibility 
of such @ government in the immediate future. 


Addressing a press conference here today Mr Yadav said in order to make this 
possible, the ground will have to be prepared for bringing together all left, 
democratic and like-minded parties on the basis of a radical programme. 


Ruling out the possibility of a ‘rightist communal party like BJP' being in- 
cluded as one of the partners, Mr Yadav said besides his own party, Congress-U, 
the Democratic Socialist Front of the Bahuguna, the CPI and CPI-M could be the 
ideal partners. 


When asked about Lok Dal and Janata Party, he said the Lok Dal could come in 
such a front only on the condition that it would have no truck with BJP or any 
other communal party. Regarding Janata he said he had talks with Mr Chandra 
Shekhar and further dialogue would be held. Consultations would be held with 
Mr Devraj Ure also. 


The Democratic Party president asserted that here was not a single party in the 
country with a national status. The ruling Cong-I was ‘only built around the 
personality of Mre Gandhi.' 


He said the Opposition parties either singly or unitedly cannot emerge as the 
real national alternative on the basis of a negative approach either towards 
Mrs Gandhi or her party. The alternative should be created between now and 
the next general election's in 1985, he pointed out. 


Mr Yadav said the Cong-I is shifting from its previous left-of the centre stance 
and becoming a rightist party of vested interests. 


He said his party would launch a country-wide movement demanding re-fixation of 
priorities in the Sixth Plan to make it employment-based. He said the movement 
will be launched in October and he would seek support of all like-minded parties

New Delhi, did not ever contemplate abrogation of the Treaty as the so-called 
‘revolutionary Council’ (Biplabi Parishad) of Chittagong under Major General 
Manzoor Ahmad announced. But well aware of this deep-rooted hostility towards 
India, Mre Gandhi's message tried to neutralise it by making it abundantly clear 
that India did not harbour any ill-intention towards Bangladesh. 


That is precisely why Mre Gandhi harped on the major planks of President Zia's 
publicly announced policy-line regional cooperation, good-neighbourliness and 
solution of problems through peaceful political negotiations. 


These clarifications elucidating the Indian attitude found more than adequate 
response from Dacca. Considering the manner in which the official media there 
had been encouraging anti-Indian propaganda for the last few monthe the response 
marke a refreshing departure. 





Yet, Bangladesh watchers in the Capital counsel vigilance since forces inimical 
to Indo Bangladesh animity are only lying low and with the aid of Washington , 
and Peking, not to speak of Islamabad, would again strike to spoil the relations. 


But what is being achieved now is of . bstantial value the people of Bangladesh 
are in the process of comprehending the positive Indian approach towards Bangla- 
desh and that is not one of a “big brother.” 


The national flag was again at half mast on all government buildings in New 
Delhi and in State capitals on Monday to mourn the death of Bangladesh President 
Ziaur Rahman. 


The flag had been flown on half mast on Saturday also after the assassination of 
the Bangladesh leader.

WRITER TELLS PROGRESS OF SPACE RESEARCH IN NATION

[Text] With the proud capability to place Rohini satellites in orbit around the 
earth with its own launch vehicle (SLV-3), India has become the sixth country to 


place a satellite from its own soil-—-the other five being USSR, USA, France, 
Japan and China. 





The world entered the space age on 4 October, 1957 with the launching of the 
Sputnik-1 by the Soviet Union. Within a few months the USA followed with its 
explorer-1 satellite. India has been able to catch up with the advanced coun- 
tries within about 25 years with its Rohini-1 on 18 July, 1980. Even though 
India can truly be proud of its achievements, they are still not significant 
enough compared to what has been achieved in space research in the international 
scene. 


We can rightly say that space research in India started in 1945 with Dr Homi 
Bhabha, the doyen of atomic energy in India, launching small rubber balloons 
to study cosmic rays coming from outer space. What was started by Dr Bhabha in 
a small measure has grown into a gigantic institution today. The Tata Institute 
of Fundamental Research (TIFR), which was founded by Dr Bhabha in 1945, has a 
Balloon Launching Facility at Hyderabad, from where scientists can launch huge 
plastic balloons of three million to four million cubic feet volume. The 
balloons can go to an altitude of between 35 km and 40 km with a payload of 
about a tonne to carry out various experiments in space sciences. Scientists 
from the TIFR and other institutions study cosmic rays, X-rays, gamma rays and 
infra-red rays, etc. emitted by stars and galaxies to understand the nature of 
the Universe. 


Space research in India, as it is normally understood, began formally in 1961 
with the formation of a Space Research Wing in the Department of Atomic Energy 
(DAE). In 1962, the DAE set up the Indian National Committee for Space Re- 
search (INCOSPAR), with Dr Vikram Sarabhai as Chairman, to advise the Government 
on various matters connected with India's space programmes. In 1972, space re- 
search activities came into full swing with the creation of a separate Space 
Commission and Department of Space (DOS) with Prof Satish Dhavan as the head. 
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On 19 April 1975, the first Indian satellite, Aryabhatta, launched from the 
Soviet Union, went into orbit around the earth. This was followed by Bhaskara, 
an earth observation satellite, again launched from the Soviet Union. 


Bighteen July, 1980 is historical date in our espace activities when the ftirat 
truly Indian satellite, Rohini began orbiting the earth. Our first two satel- 
lites, Aryabhatta and Bhaskara, though fabricated entirely by Indian scientiste 
and engineers, had to be launched with the use of launch vehicles from the 
Soviet Union because of their heavy weight. Rohini, which weighs about 35 kg 
can really be called the Indian satellite, in that it was not only completely 
fabricated in India but was aleo launched from the Indian soil by an Indian 
launch vehicle. 


The main purpose of the initial flights of Rohini is to test the launch vehicle, 
to test and evaluate various system on board and to conduct tracking, telemetry 
and telecommand experiments. 


Today there are four major centres of space activity in India. The earliest of 
them is the Vikram Sarabhai Space Centre (VSSC) at Trivandrum where researches 
in space Science are carried out, and space rockets are fabricated and launched. 


The ISRO satellite centre (ISAC) at Bangalore, under the leadership of Prof U.R. 
Rao, fabricates satellites and their control inetruments. It is from here that 
satellites like Aryabhatta, Bhaskara and Rohini rolled out for launch. Our 
future Rohini satellite, APPLE (Ariane Passenger Pay Load Experiment) and SEO 
(Satellite for Earth Observation) are also being manufactured here. 


The SHAR Centre at Sriharikota, an island in Andhra Pradesh, has launching (and 
tracking) facilities for placing Rohini satellites in orbit. 


The Space Application Centre (SAC) at Ahmedabad is responsible for manufacturing 
instruments and utilising the satellites in orbit for various applications rang- 
ing from satellite communication to survey of earth resources and meteorology. 


It is well known that the SLV-3 rocket system which placed our satellite in or- 
bit was fabricated at the VSSC, Trivandrum. However, many may not know that 
more than 1,000 relatively smaller rockets belonging to the Menaka, Rohini and 
Centaure rocket series have been launched from Thumba for conducting meteoro- 
logical and other upper atmospheric investigations. Dr Vasant Gowarikar, an 
expert on rockets, is the Director of VSSC. 


In future, scientists from Thumba have plans to use SLV-3 with added booster 
powers. Using two additional booster rockets, it is possible to place a 150 kg 
satellite into low earth orbit. Plans are also under way to launch a satellite 
in “polar orbits” for earth observation studies. The present rockets system 
uses solid fuel. The future ones will use mainly liquid fuelled rockets. 


Even though India will have its own commercial communication satellite, INSAT, 
only after a few years, it has already achieved a lot of expertise by using the 
_US communication satellite ATS-6 in the Satellite Instructional Television 
Experiment (SITE) from 1 August 1975 for one year. About 2,400 villages in India, 
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spread over the six states of Rajasthan, Bihar, Oriesa, Madhya Pradesh, 
Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh, received educational and entertainment televi- 
sion programme beamed via ATS-6. This Ahmedabad Earth Station with ite 14 
metre diameter parabolic antenna at SAC was extensively used for sending the 
TV programmes and monitoring the satellite. 





The Satellite Telecommunication Experients (STEP) carried out by ISRO jointly 
with the Posts and Telegraphs Department using the Franco-German Symphonie 
Satellite is a great achievement in the field of applications of Space Science 
for down-to-earth things. Communication experiments were conducted by SAC by 
using Transportable Remote Area Communication Terminal (TRACT), which made it 
possible, for instance, for many of us in India to see the cricket matches 
played between India and Pakistan ‘live.' 


Yet another version of the project is the Emergency Communication Terminal (ECT) 
which can be airlifted and may be positioned at any place for satellite communi- 
cation. This project is useful for communicating with remote areas in times of 
calamities like cyclones or earthquakes. 


The SAC is fully equipped with men and machines to carry out complex programmes 
related to satellite communication. Scientists from the SAC are also experi- 
enced in satellite applications for earth resources, meteorology, oceanography, 
agricultural inventory, etc. 


The SAC was until recently headed by the well known space scientist, Prof Yash 
Pal, who has now taken a UN assignment. At present the Director of the SAC 

is Prof E. C. Chitnis, who was the Project Manager of the prestigious SITE 
programme. 


Indian scientists from the TIFR have already utilised the Skylab orbital sta- 
tion for conducting cosmic ray studies. They will also place an instrument, 
Anuradha, in a future Space Shuttle-Spacelab-3 mission to study 

cosmic rays. The principal investigator for the cosmic ray experiment in 
Spacelab-3 is Prof Sukumar Biswas, Head of the Cosmic Ray and Solar Physics 
Group of the TIFR. 


In the field of planetary sciences, Indian scientists headed by Prof D. Lal 
at present Director Physical Research Laboratory, Ahmedabad have carried out 
interesting researches with lunar rocks and soil returned from the Apollo 
missions of the USA and the Luna automatic sample return missions of the USSR. 
The Indian Scientists have also worked on meteorites, the rocks falling from 
space, and their studies have given remarkable insight into the origin and 
evolution of the solar system. 


In the field of ground-based studies using telescopes, the Indian Institute of 
Astrophysics (IIA) has done considerable amount of work, particularly in the 
sphere of Solar Astrophysics. Credit for the discovery of rings around the 
planet Uranus is shared by Dr J. C. Bhattacharya and Mr S. Kuppuswamy of the 
IIA along with US astronomers. 
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Recently there have been some news reports about the possibility of an Indian 
going into space in a Soviet spacecraft. Why send an Indian into space? It 
ie because even though only one Indian may go into space, thousands of Indian 
engineers and scientists working in the project will learn a lot during the 
process of sending an Indian into space. 


Apart from the scientific benefit the mere presence of an Indian in space 

will thrill crores of Indians in all the nooks and corners of this great coun- 
try. The awareness of this stupendous achievement will have an immense benefit 
for the development of this country and it will be really difficult to measure 
the impact of an Indian in space on the population of India. It may start a 
tremendous scientific revolution in the country, even comparable to the Renais- 
sance in Europe. 


Summing up the situation regarding Indian Space Research, the picture at the 
moment is that we have launched three satellites, one of them from our own 
soil, and have utilised satellites of other countries, such as ATS-6 and the 
Symphonie satellite, mainly to do communication experiments. By the end of 
1981, we will have one more Earth Observation Satellite (SEO), an experimental 
communication satellite, APPLE, and one or two more ROHINI satellites. 


Our commercial communication satellite INSAT will be placed in geosynchronous 
orbit using the Space Shuttle in a few years. Future Indian space research 
will mainly concentrate on remote sensing for natural resources and on com- 
munications and TV broadcast ing. 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has said that India was a late starter, and while 
others were going ahead ‘we have to keep running just to stay in place.’ Look- 
ing at today's advances in space technology in the world, the statement may 
have to keep running fast so that we do not go back in time."

INDIGENOUS ROCKET CONFIRMS INDIAN SPACE ABILITY

[Editorial: "Rohini-II"] 


[Text] Compared to the giant space stations hurtled into outer space, Rohini-II 
is a baby weighing only 38 kg, sailing in a low earth orbit. But it is a bonny 
baby of the developing world, second within the last ten months. Not a bad per- 
formance. India actually became the sixth nation to acquire satellite launch 
technology when Rohini-I was sent off in July last year. Our space ability 

has now been confirmed by the successful repeat performance of the indigenously 
built rocket SLV-3. Our first two satellites—Aryabhata and Bhaskara--were 
launched from a Soviet cosmodrome; we had yet to perfect our rocket technology 
though our first meteorological rocket was launched from Thumba in 1964. The 
skill and knowledge required to build a launch vehicle for even a small payload 
is immense, indeed. The vehicle requires a lot more than the boosting fuel: 
SLV-3 is made of more than 100,000 components and about a million carefully 
soldered joints to connect the electrical network built of 25 km length of 

wire. These few figures provide only a lay man's index of the unimaginable 
complexity of the rocket. The launching delay of 80 minutes during which some 
unforeseen malfunctioning was corrected is only an instance of the normal snags 
which cast no reflection on the ability of the experts concerned. 


The most important feature of the present experiment is the substitution of 
imported material used in the earlier experiments with components made in India. 
For example, the guidance system used in the earlier two SLV-3 flights in 1979 
and 1980 was imported, while Rohini-II was launched by a rocket with an indigen- 
ous guidance system, capable of keeping the vehicle in its intended plane even 
in difficult circumstances, known as “spinning” of the rocket. The satellite 
also for the first time possessed an Indian landmark camera, using the latest 
solid state technology. Advance of theoretical science and practical technol- 
ogy with a break-neck speed imposes the necessity of worldwide exchange of knowl- 
edge and a certain degree of dependence for those countries which are lagging 
behind. And there is certainly no harm in borrowing knowledge as well as manu- 
factured material from the advanced countries. But as long as the leading nations 
follow restrictive policies in transfer of science and technology and use their 
capabilities to influence the policies of developing nations ‘+ is an imperative 
upon the latter to seek self-sufficiency in these fields even ac the cost of 
speed in advar-e. The Indian Space Research Organisation has done commendable 
work since it was established. It goes to its credit that following the suc- 
cess of the latest launching it has stepped up its plans to get another rocket-- 
ASLV—ready to carry a 150 kg satellite within three years. 
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The advance of space research will obviously go beyond sending up satellites 
and space stations. It is in the very nature of a scientific and technological 
endeavour to provide material for other fields. Already, the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research has conducted a joint experient with the space research 
organisation to assess crop and land-use patterns, and it goes without saying 
that advance in rocketry can be used for defence purposes. Thus, Rohini's 
flight round the Earth carries for us not one but many messages worth recording.

COAL SHORTAGE CAUSES CANCELLATION OF 300 TRAINS 
Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 7 Jun 81 p 7 


[Text] New Delhi, June 6--The Railways have cancelled 300 passenger trains all 
over the country due to coal shortage, reports PTI. The South is the worst 
hit, with about one-third of the trains cancelled there, Railway Ministry 
sources said today. 





The trains are mostly those which run on the branch lines. The number of can- 
cellations has been mounting since the past two weeks or so, the sources said. 


The southern zone is the worst hit because loading of coal at the Singreni 
fields has dropped to less than 50% of that in December or January, according 
to railway sources. 


About 1,300 wagons are scheduled to be loaded daily at Singreni but the average 
loading has come down to 500-wagons in recent days largely because of labour 
problems. 


The sources said that coal stocks in power houses in the south and west had 
dwindled swiftly in the recent days. "It is a hand-to-mouth existence for 
these power houses," they said. 


Railways claim that this situation has come about because there is no coal 
and not because of shortage of wagons. 


"We are lifting every ounce of steam coal all over the country. Even where 
no coal is immediately available, we have made available surplus wagons so that 
we are not blamed," a senior Railway official said. 


Besides Singreni, the Railway sources maintain that there is no coal at rail- 
heads in Pench-Chanda-Umer coalfields near Nagpur which serve the Maharashtra 
areas and in Korba and Korea-Rewa fields in Madhya Pradesh which serve certain 
areas in western India. In the Korba-Rewa fields coal is stocked five to 10 km 
from the railhead.

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DUTY CONCESS LONS ANNOUNCED ON 47 MORE EXPORT ITEMS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 2 Jun 61 p 8 


[Text] The Finance Ministry announced broadbased rates of all-industry drawback 
by adding 47 mew iteme to the existing liet of exporte eligible for this conces- 
sion, reporte UNI. 


The revised rates of drawback, consequent to budgetary and other changes, would 
come into effect from Monday. The value of customs and excise duty drawback 
wae estimated at around Re 150 crore in 1981-82, officiale of the Directorate 
of Drawback told newemen. With the addition of new items, gore than 500 items 
would now be eligible for all-indusetry drawback rates, they said. 


Among the new items included in the all-Industry rates for drawback were canned 
and bottled fruite essential oils, cotton fabrice other than handloom, silk 
fabrice, footwear componente made of leather, refrigerating and air-conditioning 
machinery, scooters, sotor cycles and three-wheeled motor vehicles, and photo- 
graphic, cinematographic apparatus and sachinery. 


The drawback rates have been increased in respect of a oumber of items like 
aluminum utensils, safety razor blades, plastic film capacitors, transistor radios, 
cassette tape-recordere, semiconductors like silicon diodes, high density poly- 
telen (MDP) polypropelene and ready-made garments. 


The increase in drawback rates range from about 20 per cent in the case of alumi- 
nium utensile to 100 per cent in the case of transistor radios. All types of 
cotton garments would now get a drawback of between 5 to 6 per cent as against 
the earlier rates of 3.5 per cent. Hangers and sip fixers used in readymade 
garments exported would also now get drawback. 











The directorate officials eaid it had now been decided to accept the data cer- 
tificate given by heads of public sector undertakings on the import component 
of the goods they export for purposes of deciding on the duty drawback. 


The directorate officials said the Government had also identified 35 materials 
in which India was a net importer. Industries which use these materiale, would 
be allowed full relief of custome duty hereafter. 


All types of engineering items would hereafter have an all-industry rate of a 
minimum of 3 p.c. Exporters could avail themselves of this concession at the 
time of export. 


Duty drawback ie generally given to the export of indigenously manufactured 
good to promote export. It means the refund of duties paid on draw material, 
component parte and packing materiale consumed in the production of export of 
an item. All-<industry rates are determined on the broad average of duties on 
material coneumed by the industry for manufacture of a particular group of 
export products. The rates are generally determined three months after the 
budget and facilitate the exporter to get quick refunds.

KERALA BANS NAXALITE ACTIVITY IN SCHOOLS

[Text] Trivandrum, June 10 (PTI)--The Kerala Government today decided to ban 
dramas and meetings propagating “Naxalite policy of annihilation" with the Gov- 
ernment and private school premises. 


The step is part of the crack down on the Naxalites. A number of persons stated 
to be Naxalites have been arrested in the last few days following the murder of 
an estate owner in Wynad district last month. 


Chief Minister E. K. Nayanar, told newsmen after a Cabinet meeting that it was 
the pro-Charu Mazumdar group that indulged in violent activities in the State. 


He said the Cabinet decided that action should be taken against Government em- 
ployees taking part in the activities of this Naxalite group. 


Mr Nayanar said the Centre had in a circular some time back suggested that action 
should be taken against Government Employees indulging in Naxalite activities. 


The Chief Minister said following a circular from the Union Government last year 
suggesting that communal organisations should be discouraged, the Kerala Govern- 
ment had asked the Centre to identify these communal organisations. No reply had 
been received from the Centre, he said. 


About the developments in the Cong-U at all-India plane, Mr Nayanar, said they 
would not affect the Kerala coalition Ministry. 


He pointed out that the KPCC-U, a partner of the ruling LDF had not till now 
taken any decision to change its stand. 


Mr Nayanar also pointed out to AICC-U general secretary K. P. Unnikrishnan's 


statement that no talks on merger of the Congress-U with the Cong-I were taking 
place in Kerala. 
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SUPREME COURT CHIEF JUSTICE RETURNS FROM MOSCOW

[Article by Vinod Takeal: “Chandrachud Lauds Soviet Efforte for World Peace™] 


[Text] Moscow, June 10. Supreme Court Chief Justice Chandrachud has lauded the 
Soviet Union's initiatives and efforts at world peace, and has expressed the 
conviction that India's friendship could make a large contribution towards real- 


ising it. 


Arms race has become “very dangerous” for the world today since only a thin line 
divided weapons of defence from weapons of offence, he said and «xpressed his 
gratification that the Soviet Union has made “some beginning” towards peace. 


Talking to newemen here on the eve of his departure after a ten-day visit to the 
Soviet Union Mr Chandrachud said that the Soviet Union was genuinely interested 
in establishing a zone of peace which could become the foundation for the world 
peace. 


While world peace ultimately depended on the US and the Soviet Union, India's 
“moral force" of truth and non-violence and its friendship with the Soviet 
Union could make a large contribution towards international amity and peace. 


The Chief Justice who met First Vice President Vasily Kuznetsov besides a large 
number of judges, lawyers, jurists, professors, workers and officials on his 
maiden visit to this country said the Soviet Union had been auch sisunderstood 
abroad. “Heresy upon heresy is piled, auch by people who have never visited 
here.” 


Jury System 
Deeply impressed by some aspects of the Soviet law and dispensation of justice, 


Mr Chandrachud called for modification and adoption of the jury system and 
collective farms in the country. 


Talking about the Soviet “people's courte” and “people's participation in the 
process of justice,” which he found “most fascinating,” Mr Chandrachud regretted 
that India had abolished the jury system in 1956, soon after the famous Nanavati 
case “Thereafter public participation in judicial process had stopped”. 








He termed the abolition of the jury system as the “most retrograde step we could 
take," and felt it should be restored at least in criminal cases, family and ma- 
trimonial laws. More than a judge, the jury could attempt ‘reconciliation’ be- 
tween the estranged couples as required by law, he pointed out. 


The jury syetem, prevalent in most countries as a form of people's participation, 
was abolished in India because the system was found to be time-consuming tardy 
and slow. He felt the Soviet model worked well because of changes in ite working. 


The Chief Justice aleo highly acclaimed the Soviet collective farms and thought 
ite modification and adoption in the country could be useful at a time when 
land ceiling laws, tenancy lawe and other legal measures sought to curb monopoly 
and make tillers and landless labourers masters of the land. 


In practice, small pieces of land given by law had been found to be uneconomic, 
and high wages were forcing the tiller to rely on the labour of his family. 

Thie encouraged large family, which ran counter to the family planning efforts, 
the Chief Justice noted. He said the collective farm could be an answer to the 
di lemma. 


In this context, he criticised the cooperative farms in India, which he said 
had instead of becoming seats of research had become domains of power and which 
had lost their basic objective.

AGENCY REPORTS FOOD SUPPLY POSITION ‘TIGHT’ 





New Delhi PATRIOT in English 10 Jun 81 p 7 


{Text} The food supply position is admittedly tight this year because of the 
procurement falling short of the expectations, but the official sources say 
that there is no cause for undue anxiety, reports UNI. 


Wheat procurement has crossed 5.8 million tonnes, which was the total wheat pro- 
curement last year. Even on a conservative estimate, procurement is expected 
to reach at least 6.5 million tonnes, if not more, before the onset of the 
monsoon. 


A quantity of 6.5 million tonnes of wheat is stated to be enough to meet the 
needs of the public distribution system as well as the roller flour mills during 
the year. 


As for rice, the average monthly requirement for the public distribution system 
is estimated at 450,000 tonnes, which works out to 5.4 million tonnes for the 
year. This quantity has already been procured during the kharif, despite drought 
conditions in many parts of the country. Some summer paddy would be procured 

in addition to this. 


Notwithstanding the tardy rabi procurement, the Union Agriculture Ministry has 
estimated the total foodgrain production this year to be about 133 million tonnes. 
According, they expect no big pressure on the Fair-Price shops. 


In the normal course, in an year of good production like this, the Government 
would have had its stock replenished. The food stocks, which had fallen to 
about 10 million tonnes at the beginning of April, would have risen to a comfort- 
able level. A decision was taken earlier to raise the buffer stock level to 12 
million tonnes over and above the operational stocks needed to meet the require- 
ments of the Fair Price shops. However, on the basis of the present procurement 
performance, it would not be possible to reach this buffer target. 


The depleted food stocks have affected the Food for work programme, renamed 
national rural employment programme. The character of the programme itself has 
now undergone a change because of the low grain stock position. 


Meanwhile, the Union Agriculture Ministry is making a determined bid to increase 
the production this year. With the weather experts forecasting a timely onset 
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of the monsoon, all-out efforts are being made to ensure adequate and timely 
supply of seeds, fertiliser, pesticides and other inputs to the farmers. 


The target of foodgrain production for 1981-82 has been set at 138.5 million 
tonnes. This would comprise 58 million tonnes of rice, 38 million tonnes of 
wheat, 30 million tonnes of coarse grains, and 12.5 million tonnes of pulses. 
Arrangements are being made to make available to the farmers 6.6 million tonnes 
of nutrients during the year. 
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NEW FARMING METHODS BOOST ASSAM PRODUCTION 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 9 Jun 81 p 5 


[Text] Gauhati, June 8 (PTI)--Productivity of foodgrains, especially paddy has 
increased ‘substantially’ in Assam during 1980-81 through the adoption of im- 
proved agricultural practices and plant protection measures coupled with encour- 
aging response of farmers to new technology according to a State Government 
spokesman. 


The spokesman said production of foodgrains including rice reached an all-time 
high of 27.55 lakh tonnes and 25.29 lakh tonnes respectively during the last two 
years as a result of improved agricultural practices. In the Sixth Plan, the 
State's strategy on the agricultural front, he said, was to continue such ef- 
forts in the coming years to sustain and further improve the production. 


The implementation of plan schemes with an outlay of Rs 11 crore for the cur- 
rent year was now under detailed review, he added. 


It has been pointed out, the spokesman said that because of preponderance of 
rice the agrarian economy of Assam was often described as rice economy and a 
change was possible only if productivity of rice per hectare was increased sub- 
stantially. 


Of the rice crop ‘sali’ (winter paddy) area is about 16.35 hectares. This is 
the major harvest in the State needing the maximum attention for raising produc- 
tivity as the bulk of 22 lakh farm families depend on this crop. 


Wheat comes next in importance followed by pulses and oil-seeds the later two 
are of ‘critical importance.' 


Meanwhile, the extension wing of the State agriculture department has been re- 
organised with the assistance of the World Bank and ‘training and visit system’ 
was introduced in all plains districts to provide farmers with specific know-how. 


This the spokesman claimed had created an awareness among the farmers about high- 
yielding varieties fertilizers and plant protection measures resulting in in- 
creased demand for such inputs. Consumption of fertilizer he said had gone up 
from 3 kg per hectare to 5.6 kg in 1980-81. But it was still the lowest compared 
to the All-India average of 31 kg.

MONSOON BRINGS HOPES FOR HIGHE CRAIN PRODUCTION 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 9 Jun 81 p 19 


[Text] New Delhi, June 8. The timely onset of the monsoon has raised hopes 
of a sizable increase in grain production this year. According to experts in 
the planning commission and the ministry of agriculture, the target of 138.5 
million tonnes for this year is likely to be achieved. 


This itself is an increase of four million tonnes over the anticipated record 
production of 134.5 million tonnes during 1980-81. 


Official circles believe that if the country is able to harvest more than 138 
million tonnes this year, it will help ease the food situation which has been 
causing concern owing to a fast depletion of inventories in the official godowns. 


The offtake of foodgrains from the Central kitty last year was abnormally high 
owing to the increased demand from the states. An estimated 14 million tonnes 
of foodgrains were allocated to the states against the normal ten million tonnes. 
Because of the fast depletion of stocks, the Centre was forced to suspend grain 
supplies under the food-for-work programme after substantially reducing the 
quantities in October. 


With record production in 1980-81, the situation has improved considerably. The 
Centre, however, expects to overcome the difficult situation after kharif har- 
vesting in October. 


All-out efforts are being made to maximise the output of cereals. For this, the 
Centre has initiated several measures to ensure the supply of essential inputs 
such as fertilisers, pesticides, certified seeds, power and diesel to farmers. 
Also, credit facilities have been considerably expanded to cover more rural 
population. 


The target for rice production this year is 58 million tonnes against the anti- 
cipated 56 million tonnes last year. The wheat production target has been fixed 
at 38 million tonnes, two million tonnes higher than the all-time-high record of 
36 million tonnes during 1980-81. 


Coarse Grains 
For coarse grains, only a marginal increase of five lakh tonnes over the previ- 


ous year's output of 29.5 million is envisaged. In the case of pulses, the tar- 
get is 12.5 million tonnes against last year's production of 11.5 million tonnes. 
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Fertiliser consumption is proposed to be raised to 66 lakh tonnes this year 
againat 55.8 lakh tonnes last year. Particular care is being taken to en- 
large the area under fertilisers. For this purpose, the Centre has agreed to 
bear the extra cost on transport of fertilisers. It is also proposed to give 
a push to the programme for bio-gase and bio-fertilisers. For the centrally~ 
sponsored schemes of bio-gas development, an outlay of Re 5 crores has been 
provided. 





The distribution of certified seeds is expected to be stepped up to 32 lakh 
quintals in 1981-82 against 25 lakh quintale in the previous year. The seed- 
processing capacity in the public sector is being expanded. 


The government has also decided to substantially increase the area under high- 
yielding varieties--48.5 million hectares against 45 million hectares last year.

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FIGHT AGAINST INFLATION 50 FAR UNSUCCESSFUL

[Text) Wew Delhi, Jume 5. The Union finance @inister’s long-promised seasures 
to tackle inflation have yet to see the light of day while the wholesale price 
index continues ite inexorable upward epiral. 


Official etatietice released today reweal that the index touched 4 new peak at 
277 pointe for the week ended May 2) ‘xcept for brief periods in October- 
December last year and early May when || registered 4 slight decline, the index 


hae jumped from peak to peak. 


This has belied the finance sinister's optimiem expressed in aid-November that 
the price rise had reached « plateau and, ewen if there was to be no fall in com- 
ing @onthe, there would be no increase either. 


Since the present gowernmment aseumed office in January, 1980, the wholesale 
index hee rieen by 24 per cent. The increase in retail prices has been auch 
sharper, thue causing dictresse to aillions of families in the country. 


A point emphasised by economists is that the current price increase continues in 
spite of bumper foodgrain production. In the past, price increases were sore 
pronounced whenever there were crop failures. 


A eteep decline in foodgrain production led to 4 16 per cent increase in prices 
in 1966-67 and 11 per cent in 1967-68. In the years 1972 to 1974 there was an 
unprecedented rise in prices because of poor crops. 


On the contrary, the price increase in 1970-71 and 1971-72 was only five per 
cent 4 year because of an excellent harvest. In 1975-76, another good crop 
year, prices actually came down. 


Generally, the price index has been gore sensitive to fluctuations in produc- 
tion, espectally in the agricultural sector than to changes in soney supply. 


in 1970-7) and 1971-72, for inetance, the overall price increase was only five 


per cent 4 year even though goney supply grew at the rate of 12 per cent. in 
197576 when prices fell, sonetary expansion was larger than in the previous 


year. 











Rise in Money Supply 


Money supply increased by 14.5 per cent in 1977-78 and 186.8 per cent in 1978-79. 
But the price level in the 12 months prior to Mr Charan Singh's diastrous budget 
presented in February, 1979, was only two per cent. After the budget there was 
4 eudden and unprecedented spurt in prices. 


The widespread increase in excise duties in the 1979 budget, price revisions 
in several key products and inflationary trends in the world at large and an 
acute shortage of certain essential commodities were largely responsible for 


thie phenomenon. 


Mere curbe on @oney supply therefore may not be a panacea for the problem of in- 
flation which is @uch @ore complex, also euch curbe can lead to certain undesir- 
able side effects such as slowing down of economic growth and an increase in the 
number of jobless. 





Although the finance @inister has given no clear indication of the inflationary 
@easures he has in mind, his known reliance on “supply sanagement" has auch 
to commend’ it. 


Well-known economiete like Mr L. K. Jha, presently chairman of the economic 
administration reforme commission, have expressed the view that “adequacy of 
wage goode supply is the most important bulwark against inflation” in Indian 
conditione. 


Supply can be augmented by higher production, fuller utilisation of capacity and 
selective imports, an efficient public distribution system is necessary to pre- 
vent the incidence of hoarding. 


The credit equeeze by the Reserve Bank of India, an attempt to .educe soney 
supply and incentives to industry to step up production suggest that the 
government is relying on a judicious “wiz” of monetary and supply sanagement 
systems to deal with inflation. 


Hovever, production in certain key sectors of industry remains sluggish in 
spite of an improvement in the infrastructure. 


The fear is being increasingly voiced that the sixth plan aay have to be updated 
and revieed if the inflationary pressures on the economy continue their rigour 
and if estimates about deficit financing and external resources go avry.

@ reliance on mere annual plane till an element of stability was restored for 
the fourth plan to be launched. 


The finalisation of the fifth plan was similarly delayed because its projections 
went astray a6 4 result of the rise in prices.

UNDP GRANT FOR COMPUTER TECHNOLOGY DEVELOPMENT 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 6 Jun 81 p 7 


[Text] New Delhi, June 5. A United Nations agency will give dollars 1.59 mil- 
lion to India for a computer technology development and training programme which 
envisages the participation of a number of Asian, African and West Asian coun- 
tries. 


Thies is the first ever programme of its kind in India and is described as unique 
because of the high technology involved. 


An agreement about the programme was signed in New Delhi today by Mr E. Dessau 
on behalf of the United Nations Development Programme (UNDP) and Mr Arun Sinha 
on behalf of the Computer Maintenance Corporation (CMC), a government of India 
enterprise under the department of electronics. 


The proposal was prepared with help from the National Centre for Software Devel- 
opment and Computing Techniques and made to the U.N. Interim Fund for Science 
and Technology for Development (UNIFSTD), which was established by the U.N. 
general assembly. 


The proposal envisages ‘he development and transfer of technical know-how in 
systems integration anc engineering of small, computer-based systems essential 
to the building up of development-oriented activities in various areas. 


Import Costs High 


Typical application areas of high priority would be communications, power systems 
management, wagon movement management systems, early ver ‘ng system for meteor- 
Ology, and non-linear language systems. 


The main thrust of the programme would be to promote technical cooperation among 
developing countries. Senior professional staff from several developing coun- 
tries would work as co-professionals and participate in technology development 
and design of the training programme. A large number of engineers, progremers 
and designers from developing countries would be given training. 


The government of India will provide dollars 600,000 for the programme. 








At present, computer=basea .ystemsa are supplied by industrialised countries to 
the developing nations on a turn-key basis. As a result, developing countries 
have no option but to import such systems at a high cost. India, for instance, 
spends about dollars 20 miilion a year on importing such systems. 


As India and other developing countries build up competence in this technology, 
a considerable saving in foreign exchange will be possible in both hardware and 
software coste. 


The programme would aleo help developing countries achieve self-reliance, give 


an impetus to the local downstream instrumentation industry and reduce depen- 
dence on foreign technology.

SILVER EXPORT BANNED--New Delhi, June 5--The export of silver salts, silver 
chemicals and compounds has been banned, irrespective of their silver content, 
according to an official announcement. However, the export policy for manufac- 
tures and products having silver as an ingredient has been liberalised and the 
procedure simplified. The only condition to be fulfilled by exporters is that 
the F.0.B. value of the products to be exported should be at least 33-1/3 per 
cent more than the international price of the silver content in the product to 
be exported. Exports of the specified manufactures and products having silver 
as an ingredient falling under the categories of engineering and other products, 
handicrafts aud silver jewellery, will now be allowed under OGL directly.--UNI

The “title” of the responsibility for breaking Pakistan into two pieces also goes 
to a Muslim League leader. He called himself so staunch a follower of the Muslia 
League that he rode a bicycle from Calcutta to Delhi to see Qavid-i-Azam. Before 
the Yahya regime, President Yahya Khan dispatched Wali Khan to Dacca to try to stop 
Mujeebur Rehman from creating a political crisis. During their discussion Wali 
Khan told Rehman that it was reported that he wanted separation; Mujeebur Rehman 
replied with pride: "Wali Khan! don't forget that basically I belong to the Muslia 
League.” Cod knows what Shaykh Mujeebur meant by saying this. It can sean two 
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thinge: Firet, that the patriotiem of « Muslim League leader is undoubted and that 
they cannot be euepected regarding separation or antinational activities; second, 
if I have the tendency of separation, then what is so amazing; it is natural to 
have the tendency of separation and be from the Muslim League.

DOLLAR BLACK MARKET--Authorities are investigating reports going around banking 
circles that a wealthy Chinese busineseman in banking and textiles is the 
leader of a syndicate that controle half the dollar black market. A mysterious 
white paper on the Chinese business community names him and calle him the 
“godfather” of the dollar black market. The white paper reportedly leaked 

from a large commercial bank, one of nine suspected to be hoarding millions 

of dollars abroad. Central Bank governor Jaime Laya said that there was yet 
nothing solid to support the white paper, but that he was not totally ignoring 
it. The “godfather” is eaid to be a close associate of Dewey Dee, who fled
